“ I ’he ragman goes about 
in

saui a man who lias given some alten- 
tion to the suhjeet, says a New York 
Sun reporter, “ but he^ doesn’t do the 
business that he once did.; things Irave 
changi d. 
“ There are in the&e days not so 
many clippings and odds and ends 
of new clot h oT one sort or anut lier to 
go into the family ragbag as. there 
once were toliegin with, bceause of the 
now well-ii’igli eornmon custoim in 
cities*, anyway, 
of 
buying 
already 
made-up many things that formerly 
were made in the house, ’i ’housandft 
of tons of clippings 
that 
formerly 
were gathered up in .Ninall 
lots/ hy 
many ragmen are now baled in fac­ 
tories and sold to mills or to deah rs 
in ])aper stock without any intermcdi- 
ate iiandlingat all. 
“ 'J’hen, what with the lower prk e 
of rags nowadays, due to the substltu- 
i 
*/ 
/ 
tion of other materials in pajier mak­ 
ing-. it scarcely pays the householder 
to bother with the smaller (luantity 
til at now aecu muíales; with the re­ 
sult that rags are now often thrown 
away with other rulibish, to be gath­ 
ered by city collectors of refuse. 
“ Still not everybody, by any means, 
throws away or gives away his* rags. 
I ’liere are still many people who con­ 
tinue to sell their rags for what they 
can get of the ragman; and it would 
not surprise me to ieam iliat there are 
inure ragmen now than ever; but the 
fact remains that under t he new mod­ 
ern conditions)the business of the man 
with the jingling bells is not what it 
once was.

BIG 8TR1KE ORDER. 


General Call Issued By Steel 
Work ers’ President- 


fB I N E F F E C T A U G U S T 10 . 


It is Ex pected to Swell Number of 
idle Men to Over One Hun­ 
dred Thousand. 


PlTTSBUlRG, Pa., 
August 7.--- 
The general strik e call has been 
issued. 
Unless the differences be­ 
tween the Amalgamated associa­ 
tion of iron, 
steel and tin p late 
work ers and the United States 
steel corp oration are adjusted be­ 
fore midnight next Saturday, every 
union work man emp loyed by the 
new combine will cease 
work . 
President Theodore Shaffer mailed 
the strik e order to the vice p resi­ 
dents of the various districts, and 
to the p residents of all the lodges 
in the mills of the United States 
steel corp oration at 6 o’clock last 
evening. 
He had p reviously sent 
a number of telegrams to the ad­ 
visory board informing the mem­ 
bers of his decision. The call reads 
as follow s: 
“ Brethren— The officials of the 
United States steei trust have re­ 
fused lo recognize as union men 
those who are now striving for the 
right to organize. 
The executive 
board has authorized rne to issue a 
call up on all Amalgamated and 
other union men in name and heart 
to join in the movement to fight 
for labor’s rights. 
“ W e must fight or give up for­ 
ever our p ersonal liberties. 
“ You will be,told that you have 
signed contracts, but you never 
agreed to render those contracts to 
the United States Steel corp ora­ 
tion. 
Its officers think you were 
sold to them just as the mills, with 
contracts and all. 
“ Remember, before you agreed 
to any contract you took an obliga- 
ition to the Amalgamated associa­ 
tion. 
It now calls you to help in 
this hour of need. 
“ Unless the trouble is settled on 
or before Saturday, 
August lo, 
19 01, the mills will close when the 
iast turn is made on that day. 
“ Brethren, this is the call to p re­ 
serve our organization. 
W e trust 
you and need you. 
Come and help 
us, and may right come to a just 
cause. 
Fraternally yours, 
“ T. J. S h a f f e r . ” 
Mr. Shaffer made this statem ent: 
“ The call goes to the vice p resi­ 
dents of the districts in which 
there are mills owned and op erated 
by the National Steel, National 
Tube and Federal Steel comp anies, 
as well as to the officials of the 
lodges in the mills. 
“ No notice has been or is being 
sent to the managers of the mills. 
W e think 
the notice has come 
from the other side, and that they 
had warning of this ever since the 
inauguration of the strik e. 
That 
ought to sufficient.” 
President Shaffer exp ects that a 
large number of men not members 
of the union will join the strik ers 


and comp letely crip p le the mills. 
No notices were sent to the mills 
op erated by 
the 
Carnegie Steel 
comp any. 
W hen President Shaf­ 
fer’s attention was called to the 
omission he answered : 
“ I only 
sent 
notices 
where/ 
Amalgamated association 
lodges 
exist.” 
It is k nown that lodges exist in 
the up p er and lower union mills at 
Pittsburg, and a few members of 
the organization are at work in the 
Duquesne, Homestead and Brad- 
dock p lants, but not enough to call 
out to shut down the p lants. 
The 
members of the organization will 
be k ep t at work in these p lants to 
create new members. 
The strik e called created a great 
sensation here. 
President Shaffer 
assured every one on Monday that 
it might be a week or ten days be­ 
fore the call would be issued. 
No 
k nowledge of his intention leak ed 
out until afcer 2 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. 
President Shaffer is angry at the 
p eace talk going through the p a­ 
p ers. 
He said : 
“ The xouiitry is full of p eace­ 
mak ers. 
They besiege me in my 
office for hours at a time with the 
cry of ‘Peace, p eace, when there is 
no p eace.’ 
I will iiave 
n o t h i n g 
more to do with p eace talk until it 
comes from the other side.” 
Messages began 
p ouring into 
Amalgamated 
headquarters 
last 
evening as soon as it became gen­ 
erally k nown that the strik e order 
had been issued. 
From Newcastle 
came word that 4,000 men em­ 
p loyed by the National Steel Co. 
would quit work at the reciuired 
time. 
From Youngstown, O., came a 
rep ort that 
5,000 
would 
quit. 
Down the Ohio valley messages 
were received from Wheeling, W. 
Va., 
Mingo Junction, 
Bellaire, 
Bridgep ort and M artin’s Ferry,O., 
that every mill would be closed 
dawn and about ten thousand men 
would be idle. 
Affairs are at fever heat at the 
lower union mills of the Carnegie 
comp any. 
The strik e order caused 
wild 
commotion. 
Many of the 
men are desirous of going out in 
symp athy with the Amalgamated, 
although but tew 
are members. 
Exciting discussion 
took 
p lace 
a m on g the 
gr ou p s of men before 
the night crew went on and some 
of the arguments almost ended in 
a riot. 
The liberal element finally 
decided that a meeting should be 
held Thursday night at which a 
vote will be tak en whether the 
men will strik e as a unit or remain 
at work .
